SOULIS WAS JEALOUS, 
Inquest Into Death of Winnpieg Man 
_ Adjourned Until Friday, 


Winnipeg, Oct. 20—The inquest into 
the death of Carrol] Soulis was ad- 
qarnee until Friday at the request of 
V. H. Hastings, who represented the 
attorney general, The chief witness 
was J. H. Mowers, late of Forest, 
Sask., now part proprietor of the liv- 
ery. Mowers was a reluctant witnéss 
and had to be reminded of the penal- 
ties which might be «inflicted, and the 
crewn counsel cross-examined him 
very closely, stating \the opinon that 
much was being kept back. Mowers 
said he saw Soulis talking with a girl 
whom he was reluctant to identify. 
Soulis had something in his hand 
which Mowers thought was likely a 
revolver, but took no action. Later, 
he saw him lying on a vacant lot with 
some men stooping over him, The 
men picked him up and carried him 
home, He had a difference with de- 
ceased in the summer over the hire of 
a buggy. Deceased was not friendly 
since, 

Miss Winnie Ellis came out from 
England a year ago, She had no regu 
lar occupation and lived with a sister, 
She was speaking to Soulis on the 
night of October 22, and Soulis was 
jealous and would have her go with 
no one else and was unhappy that 
night. He threatened to drink car- 
bolic acid. He had before threatened 
to shoot himself and to shoot her, She 
thought him under the influence of 
drink,

The Insurance Project. 

The proposal that the city carry its 
own insurance on city buildings will 
develop into a question of some im- 
portance before it is disposed of.

Alderman Gariepy asked the ques- 
tion how would the city fare were one 
of the city buildings to be destroyed 
before the sinking fund reached an 
amount sufficient to meet the loss.

terest as vendors of the bonds and the 
Bank »of Montreal contends the se- 
crued interest is due them as purch- 
asers.

A difference in procedure enters into 
the question. In the sale of deben- 
tures in Canada the acctued interest 
is appropriated by the vendors, while 
in England the purchasers benefit. In 
view af this procedure in the London 
bond market the Bank of Montreal re- 
fuses to allow the city the accrued in- 
terest in dispute.

Port Arthur, Ont., Oct. 29.—The twin

demanding hockey of the very best qual- 
ity, and being willing to pay for it, the 
promoters are looking to the outside for 
players to bring their teams to the very 
highest standard, Some have already 
been procured and taken up their resi- 
dence in the city, Port William Arenas 
have Turner and Beamer, formerly ot 
the Canadian Soo, and Lightoot, of Strat- 
ford. It is expected the same city will 
become the home of Harold McNamara,

COREY BREAKS RECORD. 


Chicago, Oct» 29.—Albert Corey, the 
wonderful French marathon runner of 
the First Regimental Athletic club, fin- 
ished his 100-mile run from Milwankee 
today and sueceeded in clipping eighty- 
one minutes of the record of Henry Sch- 
mehlis; which stood for nearly a quarter 
of a century. Corey ran the entire dis- 
tance with machine-like precision, cov- 
ering the 100 miles in eighteen hours 
and thirty-three minutes. Corey's run 
is one of the greatest long distance feats 
ever accomplished in this country, Per- 
fect weather condition helped him to low- 
er the record, It was 3.33 this afternoon 
when Corey completed his long run at 
Washington street and Michigan avenue. 
The Frenchman was fresh at the end 
and ran the last 100 yards with the speed 
of a sprinter, and continued to the First 
Regiment Armory, at Michigan avenue 
and Sixteenth street, at a leisurely jog. 
Corey left Milwaukee at nine o'clock on 
Wednesday night to run to Chicago on 
a nineteen hour schedule, He was guid- 
ed by four automobiles, searchlights of 
which combined with the brilliant moon- 
light made his path as clear as day. 
Schmehls’ record, which stood so long, 
was nineteen hours, forty-five minutes. 
Corey lowered this, therefore, one hour 
and twenty-one minutes,

NEW YORK PRAISES KERR. 

New York, Oct. 29.—Up to date Al- 
fred Shrubb, the English champion lon- 
distance runner, has won over .$3,000 
in the course of his racing in this eoun- 
try and Canada, On Thanksgiving Day, 
at Vall River, he will undertake to de- 
feat an American team of four runners, 
each man to run two and a half miles 
“apiece over a distance of ten miles, ‘Lhe 
American team will be composed of 
Frank Kanaly, of Boston; J. Smallwood 
of Long Island; Davis, the Canadian In- 
dian, of Canada, who ran second to 
Longboat tn the recent Marathon race 
and A. Cook( of Fall River, who ran so 
strong against Shrubb in his last race 
in that city. Tho Canadians have un- 
earthed a real champion sprinter, in the 
person of Bobby Kerr, of Hamilfon, The 
easy manner in which this sprinter cov- 
ered the century in 9 4-5 seconds at the 
recent Canadian championships points 
to him being a very formidable rival in 
the forthcoming Olympic games at Lon- 
don, next year, Now that Jack Morton, 
the Sritish champion appears to have 
lost his former sprinting ability, it 
looks as if America will make a clean 
sweep of the sprinting event at London, 
as it did in the Olympic games of 1900, 
Rumor has it that Morton is to be a 
competitor at the indoor championship 
to be held in Madison Square Garden the 
25th and 26th of this month, As Mor- 
ton does not take to the boards, it is a 
safe bet that the Britisher will not 
make the long trip with everything 
pointing to a defeat for him.

his bushy tail, measured 7 feet, 1 inch 
in length, and 4 feet, 2 inches in cir- 
cumference, His height when stand- 


ing was 8 feet 6 inches, The fur is 
fine and soft, almost pure white in 
color, 
Story of Hunter.

killing the animal that has been going 
about Elin park district “seeking 
what it may devour,” is one of the 
best known old time hunters in north: 
ern Alberta, He has been here for 24 
years and previous to coming to Al-
